well-planned workspace provides an inviting and
Aproductive environment in which people enjoy working.
In today’s mobile workforce, employees no longer maintain a
job for 20 years or more. We know that the average American
will not only switch jobs more than 15 times in a lifetime, but
will actually change careers an average of 7 times. With the
labor market as competitive as it is today, results-oriented
organizations must look at their work environment to help
them attract and retain valuable employees.

Considerations in creating a successful environment start with
strategic planning and continue through the selection of the
furniture and finishes. Progressive organizations have learned

that an effective combination of space, color, furnishings,
ergonomics, and interior design can work to create a more
productive workplace and happier employees. Components of
this process include:

Strategic Planning
Space Planning
Ergonomics
Aesthetics

Strategic Planning: Before beginning any space plan, it is
necessary to understand the strategic elements of the
organization’s various divisions and how those divisions
interact. Facility planners should know the current space
occupancy and any projected growth, which could impact

workplace needs. Considering these factors when planning
space can avoid future costs when programs change,
functional units expand or contract, or organizations
reorganize their overall structure.

Space Planning: The efficient use of space is also a key
element in creating a successful work environment. General
considerations include the overall circulation flow; any
necessary areas for privacy or group meetings, unique layout
needs, and avoiding overly crowded areas and awkward empty
space. Employees often become frustrated with their
environment if they run into situations where their workspace
is unsuitable for the task at hand.

Ergonomics: Ergonomics consider the interaction between
people and the objects they use in their work. Ergonomic
programs range from providing basic staff training to
complete workspace safety evaluations. Attention to
ergonomics demonstrates that the employer cares about the
health of its employees. Ergonomic programs have been
successful at lowering workers’ compensation claims and
lowering lost time from work due to injury. They have also
proven their value in improving productivity.

Aesthetics: The blend of color and lighting, plus the
coordination of fabrics, furniture, and fixtures have the most
visible effect on the workspace character. Color and lighting
can be combined to create distinct environments and even

impact psychological moods. A space can have high quality

THERMAL IMAGE CAMERAS

fter several years of development, Raytheon Corporation
as introduced two new sensors for use in camera systems
made by the independent manufacturers of Raytheon’s OEM

group.

The newest infrared sensor, being introduced in early 2001, is
the Amorphous Silicon Bolometer. This infrared sensor is
made from silicon wafers — like video cameras and computer
chips. Silicon sensor wafers can be made thousands at a time
for a few dollars per wafer. In the foreseeable future, Thermal
Image Cameras will be as common and inexpensive as a
quality video camera is today.

The second new development is a digital “Thermal Camera”
that is now available to the independent manufacturers of the
Raytheon OEM group. Engineers have incorporated a digital
zoom feature in this model that will allow a 2:1 zoom to be
done with no change to the lenses. The 2:1 zoom is
accomplished with the simple flick of a switch. Thermal
image cameras use lenses made from Germanium or Zinc-
Selinide because glass and most plastics will not allow heat
(infrared energy) to pass through them. Germanium and
Zinc-Selinide are man-made materials and very expensive to
manufacture.

Since “Thermal Camera” sees heat not light, a very small
portion of a person can be seen through foliage and is
immediately recognized as a hot spot. A warm bodied person in

a cold climate or a person in water is easily seen as a hot spot
from a distance. The “Thermal Camera” sees through smoke,
tear gas, rain, sleet, snow, hail, smog, and blowing dust — usually
as if the obscurant was not even there. The “Thermal Camera”
will always see better and further than your naked eye or video
camera.
